$a PALATALIZED CONSONANTS (NON-DISTINCTIVE) $A Consonants are slightly palatalized before /yod/ 
and after consonant plus /yod/. (p. 15) 

SaSTRESS $A "Every word, ..is accented on its first syllable The primary stress accent is 

fairly strong, though not as strong as an English primary stress in contrast with unaccented 
syllables." (p. 16) 

$a SYLLABLE $A CV( : )( C )( C ) ( C) ( C ) $A Initial clusters occur "in a very few words which are 
ultimately derived from Indo-Aryan languages. . .and in a few words borrowed from English or 

other European languages In other positions consonant clusters are frequent and may be very

$A Voiceless stops and affricates are "unaspi rated before /yod/, fairly strongly aspirated in 
all other positions, least so initially, most so finally and in consonant clusters." (p. 15) 

$A Fortis and lenis seem to be used to describe strength of articulation. All voiceless stops 
and affricates are fortis; all voiced stops and affricates are lenis. EGH)

420 04 $A The diphthongized mid vowels are described as moving from "closer than normal to normal,"
